It seems to me the principal thing 
in 
this world 
is 
getting 
started. 
Everything has to huve a start. Busi­ 
ness, railroads, governments, even au­ 
tomobiles—and sometimes 
these re­ 
quire some hard work before 
they 
start. Nevertheless, the start has to 
be made in everything, some time. 
Of course, this is^Uue of shooting. 
There is always the start and often 
it is very painful to the shooter, and 
more so to the gallery, when 
they 
watch all those perfectly good "clay 
pigeons” breaking, but not in the air. 
After thirty years at the scatter gun 
game, I can look back with a great 
deal of pride to my start as a trap­ 
shooter. When I was 13 years old I 
was given a small rifle. This answer­ 
ed very well until I began to visit 
the gun club with my father, a dent­ 
ist, who was a member and shot for 
pastime in his spare moments when 
teeth stopped aching. My home folks 
would not think of allowing me to 
handle a shotgun, aud it was after I 
was 15 years of age that, unknown to 
them, 
I managed 
to borrow 
a 14- 
gauge, single barrel,- muzzle loader. I 
could have the use of this old gun 
whenever I wanted it. 
My father, as I said, was a dentist 
and I would Help him around 
the 
laboratory. He kept bis powder and 
allot in the laboratory and what I was 
aide to borrow from him supplied my 
muzzle loader from week to week. I 
generally managed to keep a week’s 
supply 
ahead, 
too. 
On 
afternoons 
when they were shooting at the gun 
club, I would take a chum along, bor­ 
row' the old gun and get my “buddie” 
to carry it, thereby avoiding all sus­ 
picion in case one of my folks hap­ 
pened to discover us. 
The Beginning 
We would hike down to the creek, 
near the club ground, walt until the 
shooters were all through and away, 
gather a few wads from the ground 
and proceed to load the old gun. 
Iii 
the meantime, my chum, and perhaps 
some other 
boys who 
had 
trailed 
along, w’ould gather the clays from 
tile ground, both whole and pieces— 
mostly 
pieces. 
The boys 
were the 
traps and would sail the targets off 
in ail directions. After a bit of prac­ 
tice it did not seem to matter where 
they 
threw 
them, I 
could 
score 
“dead.” 
When I see a hand trap in operation 
I laugh as I think of our crude efforts 
to throw targets by hand. 
Of course, at the start, I missed the 
flying clays same as any other begin­ 
ner. but after a year or so, very few 
reached 
the 
ground 
whole—or at 
least, without me hitting them. 
The 
boys 
would pick 
out a »I*oi 
they 
thought I couldn’t swing around to 
and heave for it, but old Mr. Muzzle 
loader 
and myself 
understood one 
m other so well that we just natural­ 
ly couldn’t miss. This sort of prac­ 
tice helpted me on “quarter” 
birds 
later on. 
All this time my folks never knew 
or suspected that I was fooling with 
a shotgun. 
Prcbably it was a good 
thing for me they didn’t. I might have 
been treated to a good licking. 
Finally, after watching the shoot­ 
ers at the club several times, I mus­ 
tered un courage and informed 
my 
father that I could do better than any 
of them. He looked at me in amaze­ 
ment for a minute and I was a scared 
kid. Then I told him about my prac­ 
tice with the muzzle loader. 
Spencer’s First Tournament 
After I found my father did lister 
I persisted in my demands that I bf 
oermitted 
to enter 
a 
match 
ant 
either for a joke or to see me w aste 
good powder and shot on the air. da< 
gave me my chance and start. 
Th* 
men were shooting 50 cent sweeps 
and after I made good in my trial 
I got in on everything, came out a 
winner and wralked home, rattling the 
results in mv pockets. Ever since, t 
am glad to say, I have kept pretty 
close to the top. 
Recently I visited and had dinner 
with my dear old mother. She brought 
out the first two trophies I ever won. 
two 
silver goblets, donated 
to the 
Central Illinois 
Sportsmen’s Associa 
tion by a St. Louis concern, in 1889 
These were in competition at Jersey 
Ville, 111. They brought back the fond 
recollections of my first honors and. 
perhaps the proudest time in my life. 
On cup represented the high amateur 
average and the other, the open high 
average. I wron them both at the same 
shoot, I think in August. 1889. There 
also was a gold medal for the cham­ 
pionship of 
Central 
Illinois 
and a 
hammerless gun. I tied with my fath­ 
er in another event at this, to me. 
wonderful shoot. 
My sunless as a professional trap­ 
shooter I attribute greatly to my love 
for the game. There is a fascination 
about it. which is hard to explain, but 
once it gets into a shooter, it never 
leaves him. Whether, it’s the clay pig­ 
eon sailing away, the bang of your 
gun or the clay shattered and falling 
to pieces, or all of these together, I 
cannot say. but the fascination is 
there and we all get it if we follow 
•hooting. 
After the 
several hundred thous­ 
and shots I probably have fired, I still 
am Just as ardent a lover of the game 
as tha simon pure amateur—I love it 
even more than I did w'hen a boy 
with the old muscle loader.

lenses will be, made tonight at the 
Cadillac Garage at 
7:30 
o’clock 
by 
members of the state motor vehicle 
departm ent, according to announce­ 
m ent by M. F. Brown, inspsctor, of the 
motor vehicle 
departm ent, 
who 
is 
here today. The simplicity of the law 
will be dem onstrated. 
All motorists 
are invited to attend and special in­ 
vitations a re extended to all garage 
and accessory men, peace officers and 
Judges. 
The garage men and dealers will be 
the only ones for whom special adjust­ 
m ents will be made and the changes 
will be thoroughly explained. 
This law is now effective, and. ac­ 
cording to the inspector, negligence 
and failure to adjust lights properly 
are given as reasons why many auto- 
ists are not complying with the law. 
Any one in doubt as to the require­ 
ments of the law will do well to take 
advantage of this free demonstration 
by the state motor vehicle depart­ 
ment. 
Two points which 
the 
inspectors 
especially wish to throw light upon 
are those relating to chauffeurs and 
the required lights for Ford cars. The 
following excerpts from circulars sent 
out by the state motor vehicle depart­ 
ment should be enlightening: 
Referring to Chauffeurs 
“Employers should acquaint them ­ 
selves with the provisions of Section 
19, which in part are as lollows: ‘No 
person shall employ for hire as chauf­ 
feur of a motor vehicle any person not 
licensed as in this act provided ’ 
“The definition of a chauffeur now 
reads as 
follows: 
‘Chauffeur 
shall 
mean any person who operates an au­ 
tomobile in tile transportation of per­ 
sons or property and who receives anv 
compensation for such service jb’ 
wages, commission or otherwise, paid 
directly or indirectly, or who as own­ 
er or employe operates an automobile 
carrying passengers or property for: 
hire.’ ’’ 
Referring to Ford Cars 
A circular letter under date of Sep­ 
tem ber 19 has the following to say rel 
ative to Ford cars: 
“Ford headlights to comply with the

“If a certified m anufactured device 
is used on a Ford car. see to it that 
a twenty-one vacuum or a twenty-aev- 
en gas-filled lamp is permissible be­ 
hind such lens, as there ate many car- j 
tilled devices on our approved list 
that are no’, perm itted with a candle-; 
power rating this high. 
“Ford headlights so equipped will 
considered as coming within the 
headlight law. 
“It is not the attitude of the motor 
vehicle departm ent to require all bord 
owners to equip their ears with bat-' 
teries to comply with all 
of the re*1 
qulrem ents of the law. 
It will be suf- j 
flcient tor the present to eliminate the 
dangerous glare and this can be done

The danger of forest and brush fires 
is .greater now than it was before flit 
rain, 
’Ibis is the declaration of For 
°st Ranger J. II. Stephenson, who to 
day issued a warning to ev ery person 
going into tile mountains 
to 
be ex­ 
tremely careful in regard to campfires, 
matches and cigar and cigarette sttigs 
"These early rains seem to lull a 
lot of people Into a feeling of false se­ 
curity." said the ranger. "As a matte! 
of fact, the tire danger is greater whet. 
w ■ have early rains than it is during 
the heat of summer. 
During summer 
people seem to feel their responsibil­ 
ity more than they do after the early 
rains 
They grow careless with camp 
fires and in burning brush. 
"The rain that we had a few days 
ago is a safeguard for a few days 
only. 
A sunshiny day like today and 
•*no*her IiW# it in the hills are enougi 
to remove the safeguard. As a matter 
of filet, it is today unite dry in the 
hills. Con Coleman, the forest service 
lookout on top of Santiago Peak, is 
on thd job yet. and will remain for sev­ 
eral weeks. 
He told me bv telephone 
this morning that he judges from the 
way the sun rose this morning, how 
things look off out toward the desert 
that we are due for a desert wind in 
the next day or two, or at least fot 
some dry days 
"A rain such as we had makes I*

“One advantage of this route is tim' 
it will give Riverside county a chance 
lo build to it easily, for there are two 
or three good routes for road building 
from the Riverside side.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Oct. ll.—“The 
great problem which confronts us at 
j this time is how are we going to get 
back to nounal conditions again and 
bring back to our people that feeling 
of content and happiness we

John G. Cooper, of 
Ohio, a union labor man, told the 
house. 
“All over our land today we see

As 
we read our newspapers we get re­ 
ports of iltt* very disturbed conditions 
among the working classes employed 
in our industries and our mines. We

We read of some mem­ 
bers of labor organizations who re­ 
fuse to obey the mandates of their 
officials and defy their orders and 
strike after their officers have order­ 
ed them not to cease work. One of the 
best evidences ut this condition is 
that in the last two or three months 
the officials of some of the railroad 
brotherhoods have expelled many men 
from their organizations for disobey­ 
ing of official orders. 
I am one of those who believe that 
many of our great labor leaders are 
loyal American citizens who have in­ 
terested, not o n l y in the welfare of 
the members of their organizations, 
but also in the welfare of all of the 
people ot our nation. But I do not 
hesitate to say that it appears as if 
these conservative labor leaders may 
be pushed aside in order to let a more 
radical 
element take 
their places. 
I want to try to warn the American 
laboring man not to Im* led astray by 
these radical, so-called labor leaders. 
who would overthrow our form 
of 
government and 
destroy the sacred 
institutions which ’n the past have 
been near 
and dear to the hearts 
of the American people. 
“I have now and always have had 
a warm feeling in my heart for the 
working classes, and I stand ready to 
assist them at ativ time in efforts to 
better their conditions

Addicts Given Relief and Are 
Being Brought Back 
to Normal

(United Press Staff Correspondent) 
NEW 
YORK. 
Oct. 
3.—Wizened 
youths, men and women cluster out­ 
side 
a 
long, 
rambling, 
corrugated 
iron 
b u i l d i n g 
on one of the 
down-town 
streets 
each 
morning. 
Their gaunt faces and staring eyes, 
however, are not caused by hunger 
for food. 
* 
They are hungry for drugs. 
Nerv­ 
ously twitching fingers, almost com­ 
plete lack of physical repose in any 
muscle of their bodies bespeak their 
craving for some narcotic. 
And their sufferings are being as­ 
suaged by the 
government 
of 
the 
City of New York. 
Through this re­ 
lief the city is at the same time, and 
for the first time in 
municipal 
his­ 
tory, bringing the addicts back to nor­ 
mal condition 
and 
removing 
from 
among society a menace, heretofore 
unchecked. 
Most remarkable cures, according 
to leading physicians, are 
being 
ef­ 
fected at the clinic, through a simple 
reduction dosage. 
Nearly 
2000 
are 
treated free each day. 
But day by 
day, since the institution was opened, 
the number is constantly diminishing, 
according to the attendants. 
Some of the men and women had 
previously used as high as 25 grains 
of heroin a day, Dr. Royal R. Cope­ 
land, of the Health deaprtment said. 
Each day the dose is reduced a quar­ 
ter of ag rain until finally only two 
or three grains are required to give 
the addict relief. 
When that i*eriod arrives, the pa­ 
tient is sent to a hospital when soon 
the drug is entirely eliminated from 
the dosage card and the reclaimed ad­ 
dict’s physical and mental strength 
restored by tonics and nourishing food1. 
Many of the addicts have become 
slaves to the drug because of relief 
obtained by it during illness or seri­ 
ous injury. 
Others, are prosperous 
appearing actors, 
lawyers or other 
professional men who, 
perhaps, be­ 
lieved they must dull 
their 
ever-ac- 
tive nervous or mental energy to pro­ 
perly pursue 
their 
life-work. 
Still 
others are soldiers who have suffered 
under the influence of drugs in some 
European 
hospital 
after 
passing 
through the inferno of the battlefields. 
The ends to which addicts would 
go to 
obtain 
drugs, 
denied 
them 
through recent laws, 
are 
unlimited, 
according to 
physicians. 
For 
this 
reason as well as for the reclamation 
of the unfortunates, the city has esta­ 
blished the clinic which has won, not 
only the admiration of 
all 
directly 
associated with the addicts, but. in a 
great many cases, the undying grati­ 
tude of the men too 
weak 
to 
with­ 
stand the craving.
